THE GEARY CHINESE tAW. 


The legislation of last year, known 


as tbe heary law, requiring the re°1s- 
tration all Chinese laborers entitled 
to residence in the United States, 
and the deportation of all not com- 
plying with the provisions of the act 
within the time prescribed, met with 
much opposition from the Chinamen 
m this country. 
Acting upon the 


advice of eminent counsel that the 
law was unconstitutional, the °reat 
mass of Chinese laborers pending the 
judicial inquiry as to its validity, in 
good faith declined to apply for the 
certificates required by its provisions!. 
A test case upon proceeding by ha- 
eas corpus was brought before the 
supreme court, and on May 1893 a 
decision was made by that tribunal 
sustaining the law. 


It is believed that under the rf- 


cent amendment of the act extending 
the time for registration, the Chinese 
laborers thereto entitled, who desire 
to reside in this country, will now 
avail themselves of the renewed priv- 
ilege thus afforded of establishing 
by lawful procedure their right to re- 
main, and that thereby the necessity 
of enforced deportation may to u 
great extent tic avoided. 


__ It has devolved upon the United 
States minister at Pekin, as dean of 
the diplomatic hody, and in the ab- 
sence of a representative of Sweden 
and Norway, to press upon the Chi- 
nese government reparation for the 
recent murder of Swedish missionar- 
ies at Sung Pu.

THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 


It is hardly necessary for me to 


state that the questions arising from 
our relations with Hawaii 
have 


caused serious embarrassment. Just 
prior to the installation of 
the 


present administration the existino- 
government of Hawaii had been sud- 
denly overthrown, and a treaty of 
annexation had been negotiated be- 
tween the provisional 
government 


and the United States, and submitted 
to the senate for ratification. This 
treaty I withdrew for examination, 
and 
dispatched 
Hon. James H. 


Blount, of Georgia, to Honolulu as a 
special commissioner to make an im- 
partial investigation of the circum- 
stances attending the change of gov- 
ernment, and of all tbe 
conditions 


bearing upon the subject at the 
treaty. Alter a thorough and ex- 
naostive examination Mr. Blount sub- 
mitted to me his report, showing be- 
yond all question that the constitu- 
tional government of Hawaii had 
been subverted with the active aid of 
our representative to that govern- 
ment, and through the intimidation 
caused by the presence of an armed 
naval .force of the United States 
which was landed for that purpose at 
the instance of our minister. Upon 
ine facts developed it seemed to me 
me only honorable course for our gov- 
ernment to pursue was to undo the 
wrong that had been done by those 
representing us, and to restore so far 
« practicable the status existing at 
the time of our forcible intervention, 
with a view or accomplishing-this 
r-suit within the constitutional lim- 
ts or executive power, andrecogniz- 
H*,. °ur o^gatwns and responsi- 
bilities growing out of, any changed 


ver, at a cost of $518,fi22,948. The 
silver dollars that, have been coined 
under the act of July 14, 1890, num- 
ber 30,087,285. The seigniorage ar-

Our total coinage of all metals dur- 


ing the last fiscal year consisted of 
97,280,275 pieces, valued at 843,BS5,- 
178.80. of which there wasS:iO,038,140 
in gold coin, 85,343,715 in silver dol- 
lars, 87,217,220.110 in subsidiary sil- 
ver coin, and $1,08B,'102.BO in minor 
coins. 


.During the calendar year 1892, the 


production of precious metals in tlie 
United States was estimated to be 
.1,596,375 fine ounces of gold, of the 
commercial and coinage value of $33 - 
000,000', and 58,000,000 fine ounces of 
silver, of the bullion or market value 
of 850.750,000, and of the coinage 
value of $74,980,900. 
" 


It is estimated that on the first 


day of July, 1893, the metallic stock 
of money in the United States, con- 
sisting of 30in and bullion, amounted 
to *1,213,550,100, of which 8507,607 - 
08o was gold, and 8815,881,484 was 
silver. 


One hundred and nineteen national 


banks were organized during the year 
ending October 31, 1893, with a cap- 
ital of 811,230,000. Forty-six went 
into voluntary liquidation, and one 
hundred and fifty-eight suspended, 
bixty-hve of the suspended banks 
were insolvent, eighty-six resumed 
business, and seven remained in tlie 
hands of bank examiners, with pros- 
pects of speedy resumption. 


Of the new banks organized 44 


were located in the eastern States, 41 
west of the Mississippi river, and 34 
in the central and southern States. 
The total number of national banks 
in existence on the 31st day of Octo- 
ber, 1893 was 3,796, having an ag 
gregatc capital of $fi!)fi,558,120. The 
net increase in the circulation of 
these banks during the year was $3(i - 
886,972. 


The recent repeal of the provision 


of law requiring the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion by the government as a 
feature of our monetary scheme, has 
made an entire change in the com- 
plexion of every currency affair. I do 
not doubt that the ultimate result of 
this action will be most salutory and 
far-reaching. 


In the nature of things, however, 


it is impossible to know at this time 
precisely 
what conditions will be 


brought about by the change, or 
what, if any, supplementary legisla- 
tion may, in the light of such condi- 
tions, appear to be essential or expe- 
dient. Of course, after the recent 
annual financial perturbation time is 
accessary for the re-establishment of 
businessconfidence. When, however, 
through this restored confidence the 
money which has been frightened 
into hoarding places is returned to 
trade and enterprise, a survey of the 
situation will probably disclose a safe 
fiath leading to a permanently sound 
currency abundantly 
sufficient 
to 


meet every requirement of our in- 
creasing population and business. In 
the pursuit of this object we should 
resolutely turn away from alluring 
and temporary expedients, deter- 
mined to be content with nothing 
less than* a lasting and comprehen- 
sive financial plan.
